Self-feeders for Hogs 
Question—Would 
a 
self-feeder 
for hogs be more economical 
for 
feeding equal parts 
of 
ground 
wheat and corn, m ixing some tank­ 
age and alfalfa meal with it, with 
access to plenty of water, or would 
it be about the same 
as 
feeding 
corn and plenty of slop with shorts 
mixed in the slop. 
These hogs are 
to be fed in a dry lot. 
Answer: 
Experiments 
at 
the 
Misouri Agricultural 
Experiment 
Station indicate that there is 
no 
better method ocf full feeding hogs 
in dry lot than by using self-feed­ 
ers. If no feed is wasted from the 
feeders hogs self-fed should make 
more rapid gains and no more feed 
will 
be 
required 
per 
hundred 
pounds gain than when these same 
feeds are fed by hand. 
A mixture of ground wheat and 
corn, equal parts, in one feeder and 
a protein supplement made up of 
60 per cent tankage, 20 per cent of 
either 
linseed 
meal, 
cottonseed 
meal, soybeans, or 
soybean 
oil 
meal, and 20 per cent alfalfa meal 
in another feeder should 
produce 
both rapid and economical 
gains. 
It is not necessary to mix the pro­ 
tein supplement 
with 
the 
other 
feeds since hogs will usually 
bal­ 
ance their ration properly if given 
an opportunity to do so. 
If you 
prefer to mix all your feeds

gether then you should feed 1 part

Reducing 
Grasshopper Damage 
Question 
W hat is the present 
condition of the grasshopper eggs, 
and what to do to reduce the chan­ 
ces of serious grasshopper dam­ 
age again this year? 
Answer: 
Recent surveys in sev­ 
eral counties of the State, 
made 
by the College of Agriculture, in­ 
dicate that a high percentage 
of 
the grasshopper eggs are in good 
condition and will develop into 
a 
heavy brood of young 
grasshop­ 
pers if the weather is favorable. A 
dry early summer is favorable for 
a high percentage of egg hatch. 
Disking and harrowing, or drag­ 
ging and harrowing of the areas 
where the eggs are found will kill 
large numbers of the eggs. Most 
of the eggs will be found in fence 
rows and in the first 50 or 60 foot 
grassy strip adjoining 
the 
fields 
where damage occurred. 
Disking 
the egg masses before May 1 will 
kill large numbers of the youmr 
grasshoppers in the egg stage. 
Where the voung grasshoppers 
appear in large numbers in alfal­ 
fa and other grass fields they may 
be readily poisoned. 
The poison 
bran mash has been 
found 
very 
effective in their control. 
A nar­ 
row strip of alfalfa or hay left so 
the hoppers may congregate in it 
and where they can be poisoned is 
a good method of trapping,

Creair Difficult to Churn 
Question 
The milk from one of 
my cows develops a 
-trong 
odor 
and the cream 
will 
not 
churn. 
What is the cause of this? 
Answer—The off odor 
in your 
milk is probably due to a fat-split­ 
ting enzyme that is introduced in­ 
to the milk from the udder of the 
cow. 
The enzyme causes the fat 
to become hydrolyzed, which 
re­ 
sults in the liberation of free fa t­ 
ty acids that have a bitter flavor 
and a 
strong * odor. 
The cream 
from such milk is very difficult to 
churn because of 
the 
excessive 
foam development that usually oc­ 
curs during the churning process. 
This difficulty is most frequent­ 
ly encountered in the milk drawn 
from cows that are 
nearing 
the 
end of the lactation 
period; 
but 
may be encountered at any time 
during the period of milk flow’. The 
trouble usually disappears 
when 
the cow freshens again. 
The feed 
that the cow consumes does not 
effect the quantity of this enzyme 


in the milk. .The off flavor 
and 
odor do not develop until the milk 
has stood for several hours after 
being drawn from the udder. 
If 
the milk or cream is heated to 160 
degrees F for five minutes, when 
still quite fresh, the enzyme 
will 
be inactivated and the off flavor 
will thereby be prevented from de­ 
veloping.— E. R. Garrison, D ep art 
jnent of Dairy Husbandry. 


Use of Cluster Bud Spray 
Question—When should the so- 
called cluster bud spray be applied 
and what does it control? 
Answer: 
The best time, all fac­ 
tors considered, for the application

buds open into bloom.

RAIL COMPANIES PERMITTED
